This is the 
plan ol" tlie Canadian Pacific directors,, 
although an extension of one of the 
North Dakota lines between the Great 
Northern and the international border 
has been suggested as a fine route with 
rich and undeveloped territory from 
which to build up traffic. 

Much speculation has been aroused 
today In Minneapolis among holders of 
Soo stock us to what the real plan for 
the Soo transcontinental will be.

GUGGENHEIMS BUY HEAVILY, 

Transaction in Yukon Said to Involve 
Millions of Dollars. 

Dawson,. Oct. 3.— The Guggenhoims 
have just bought the lower eight miles 
of Hunker Creek for a consideration 
that will probably run into the mil- 
lions, the greatest area Involved and 
the heaviest aggregate ever paid on a 
single deal in the Klondike. 

It Is probably the heaviest wholesale 
placer transaction ever made In the 
history of the world. 

The ground bought extends from the 
mouth of Hunker to within ten claims 
of the Gold Bottom town. .and Includes 
the'' famous Anderson concession, two 
and a half rnlles long, also the exten- 
sive holdings of Max Kellar, Redmond 
Bros., Mitchell and Milvain, and about 
150 rich Individual creek claims. Para- 
dise Hill and other rich hills are in- 
cluded. Dredging ground above and 
below the mouth of Hunker on the 
Klondike River is also likely to be 
taken over soon. 



GOLD ON ARCTIC. 

A Farthest North Discovery Story 
Comes From North Coast. 

Dawson, Sept. 14. — A st«.ry of a gold 
strike on the Arctic coast, or an Arctic 
coast stream a little west of the delta 
of the Mackenzie river, is brought by an 
arrival from the lower river. It is re- 
ported that a man named Williams re- 
eently returned in the Yukon river, near 
Rampart, after four years of extreme 
hazard in the district mentioned, and 
that he brought back news of a strike 
which has engaged his attention in the 
region four years. 

The mysterious discoverer, the tale 
runs, weni into the country with an ex- 
pedition comprising four men, nineteen 
horses and a mule. One of the men be- 
came ill and died, and the three others 
became disheartened and started hack 
to civilization.

He remained in the fields anil kept at 
work and found gold. He was so suc- 
cessful that he remained there four win- 
ters. Some of the animals had been 
taken by the others who turned back. 
Williams kept several. Of the number 
all died but three horses, which lie is 
said to have taken out by way of 
Kobuk and sold to jlujot Richardson's 
men for the Alaska road work. 



10 TRY TO REGULATE 
SPEED OF AUTOMOBILES 



Meeting Delegates From Various 
Island Municipalities Held 
Yesterday 



At the iustnnce of the Onk Bay 
Municipal Council, a meeting of dele- 
gates from the various island municipal- 
ities took place at II p. 111. yesterday, in 
the committee room of the city hall, to 
consider the advisability of taking joint 
action in regard hi the regulation and 
limitation of the* speed of automobiles, in 
n manner at once effective to the pur- 
pose and free from irritating local dif- 
ferences which may prove irksome to 
motorists in traversing the various dis- 
tricts, the object of the conveners of the 
meeting being to Introduce a bylaw by 
mutual agreement, common to the dis- 
tricts represented. 

The delegates present were the fol- 
lowing: for Victoria, Alderman Yates 
and J. <!. Mann, city solicitor; for Oak 
Hay, If.

North Sjaanicli was not represent- 
ed nnd Nnnaimo and North Cowichiin 
communicated by letter. 

The chair was occupied by Aid. Yates 
who after briefly stating the object of 
the meeting, proceeded to read a com- 




nmniciition from the Namiimo city coun- 
cil to the effect that they were willing 
to full in with any action that may ho 
decided upon in the direction of uni- 
formity of action on the pnrt of the al- 
lied municipalities. A similar commu- 
nication followed from the North Cow- 
ichiin municipality to the effect thnt, 
owing to different conditions existing in 
that district, they wVre of opinion Hint 
there wan nothing to be gained by join- 
ing issue in this ma tier with the other 
municipalities; they had already a bylaw 
of their own in operation, but should 
any legislation result' from the pre- 
sent conference of a nnlurc suitable to 
their locality, the existing net could be 
amended so as to secure the desired uni- 
formity. 

J. G. Mann, city solicitor, was then 
called upon to read a draft, act prepared 
lo meet the requirements of the case 
and n lengthy debate 'ensued as to, the 
incidence of responsibility, the onus of 
proof the application- of licence and. the 
individuality of licence holders; speed 
limits, lights 'and the rule of the road, 
all of which were discussed in detail 
with the city solicitor. Mr. Raltenbury 
putting forward a series of practical 
suggestions in , the direction, of making 
the proposed act simple nnd effective 
and to secure in the interest , of public 
safety, the passing of an act which shall 
ensure ca refill , driving by responsible 
nnd competent persons at . reasonable 
speed, conditions in which he claimed 
such safety was comprised.

THE VISION OF INSECTS. 

It is known that insects arc ordinarily 
unable to fly through a net whose 
meshes are three or four times the size 
of their bodies. A bird would dart 
through such an aperture without hesi- 
tation. Several explanations have been 
offered fur the conduct of insects in this 
respect. 

An olliciul of the Smithsonian' Insti- 
tution not long ago made experiments) 
reported to that institution, from whi'ch 
he concludes that the peculiar facetted 
structure of the eyes of insects is the 
cause of their difficulty in traversing 
nets. To an insect, lie thinks, a net looks 
like a continuous partially opaque sur- 
face the separate lines being unnoticed, 
and accordingly, on approaching a net 
the Insect alights before discovering that 
it might have continued its flight and 
passed through. 



AN ENGLISHMAN'S VIEW. 

Bart Kennedy Considers Nogro a 
Foe to White Race. 

Bart Kennedy, continuing (he ar- 
ticles on America which are appearing 
in the London Dally Mull,, deals with 
the negro question apropos of the At- 
lanta lynchings and race war. 
' "The people of the East and North," 
he writes, "say that the white man of 
the South Is wrong because he en- 
deavors to keep himself and his home 
safe in the midst of a sullen, hostile 
race of blacks. I know that there are 
Instances of blacks who like and are 
faithful to the whites, but these In- 
stances only occur where the blacks 
are content to be subservient. The 
negroes hate the whites, and have good 
reason. They have as little love for 
the white hypocrites who hold the 
country of the negroes while at the 
same time they deplore his wrongs, as 
they have for the whites who are more 
honest and frank In the matter. 

"1 worked with the negroes at cut- 
ting sugar cane in the fields of Louisi- 
ana. There I had practical, first- 
hand proof of their feeling against the 
whites. There was a sullen, smould- 
ering, terrible resentment that flamed

EARL GREY'S SUGGESTION. 

Elsewhere in today's paper will ho 
found the speech uf Enrl Grey »t the 
Oipeoijlg of the New Westminster Exhi- 
bition, it is tho most important utter- 
ance of His Excellency during his stay 
in British Columbia. A shrewd and prac- 
tised observer, ho has .seen for himself 
what can lie done in tho way of fruit 
culture in this province, and he recog- 
nized at once that here is nn opening for 
many of the very best people in tho 
United Kingdom, Doubtless others in a 
less exalted iposition than he have 
reached the same conclusion, but it has 
remained for Earl Grey to suggest n 
practical means, whereby the people can 
be sot upon the land. He realizes that 
both money and organized effort are 
needed. He looks for the organization 
here, and indicates that the money will 
be readily forthcoming. 

The picture which .His Excellency's 
suggestion brings up before the mind's 
eye is an exceedingly attractive one. 
Nothing can he oetter for this province; 
nothing can be better for Canada: noth- 
ing can be better for the Eojpiretthan 
that the people to whom Earl Grey re- 
fers should be brought out here and as- 
.sisi in building up a new Britain on the 
Pacific slope. It is something that wo 
have all hoped for, but have not seen 
our way to accomplish. His Excellency 
has shown the way. Tlis endorsement 
of such a plan ensures its success. 



the facts about settlements on the const 
of Vancouver Island, ho would never 
have soul a half dozen men to row 
across the open oeenu to Cape Beale. 
Perhaps no skill in seamanship could 
have kept, the Janet Cowan off the 
rocks; 1ml when her crew reached 
shore, they might also have reached 
safety, if there had been u road or trail 
and a few refuge huts. .Such disasters 
happen; all the public knows about .them 
is that ships have gone ashore and lives 
hnvn heen lost and- the cor..-: and adja- 
cent waters get the worst kind of a 
name in consequence. 

The entrance to the Strait is sixteen 
miles wide and the 100-fnthom line is a 
long way off shore. An examination of 
the chart will show that in thick weath- 
er a shipmaster would be unwise to de- 
pend upon soundings alone to gel into 
the Strait, but they are a safe guide to 
him to the extent that they show him 
when be ought to keep out to sea until 
he can definitely ascertain his position. 
This is one of the most favorable fea- 
tures of the Strait of Juan de Kuca as 
a passage from the ocean. A prudent 
navigator, with his ship under control, 
can always tell by his lend when he is 
getting into dangerous waters in plenty 
of time In put out to sen. When once 
he has ascertained his position his course 
is clear enough. The Strait is straight; 
there is plenty of water and the lend is 
a sure guide in thick weather. There- 
fore, lo l ender the entrance to the Strait 
thoroughly safe, inevitable perils of the 
sea excepted, it is only necessary for the; 
governments of the countries owning the 
land on [be opposite shores to osiuh- 
lish such lights and fog alarms as ex- 
perience shows to lie necessary. This 
is being done. There has been regret- 
table delay in connection with the light 
and fog alarm at Pachena Point. This 
work, which ought to have been com- 
pleted during the line weather, is still 
only in its initial stages. There is not 
the slightest probability that the sta- 
tion will be in operation during Decem- 
ber, which is one of our stormiest 
months, and the clement of good luck 
will have to play a very important 
point in the work if the plant is in- 
stalled before next year. There are 
other phases of this subject which will 
form the basis of another article.

THE WATER BY-LAW. 

The attitude of the .Mayor towards 
the water by-law recalls the expression 
of the juryman who said "he never met 
eleven such stubborn people in all his 
life." His Worship holds, among other 
things, that the water officials of the 
city are highly paid, and hence the rale- 
payers ought to take their advice. See- 
ing that the existing condition of the 
water problem is one that has arisen 
during the regime of these highly paid 
officials, it will not be ;i matter of sur- 
prise if the ratepayers decline to be gov- 
erned by their advice lo the degree 
■which His Worship thinks they ought 
If the water committee is to he be- 
lieved, there is some doubt as to how 
far those officials boar out the claims 
which the Mayor makes regarding their 
view of his proposals. 

The importance of the proposed re- 
servoir at Smith's Hill can hardly be ex- 
aggerated. If it is built., and 12,000,000 
gallons of water are stored in it, it 
would afford protection such as this city 
does not now enjoy. Anyone al all vers- 
ed in such matters, will admit that sev- 
eral million gallons of water upon an 
elevation like Smith's Hill, lit l le. if any. 
more than a mile from the business 



Pacific." The phrase is catchy and 
when it is employed in connection with 
some great disaster like the wreck of 
the Valencia, it sticks in the memory.

There is a movement on foot niuoug 
Borne of the nuetioueers of the city — 
now more numerous than at any time 
in the history of the city— for the advo- 
cation of the amendment of the munici- 
pal licenses whereby the cost of an auc- 
tioneer's license will again he placed at 
one hundred dollars as formerly, in- 
stead of twenty dollars as at present. 

A local auctioneer discussing the sit- 
uation yesterday said: There arc now 
more auctioneers in Victoria than I 
have ever known. It seems that' when 
the late Joshua D.ivies and George 
Byrnes some eight or ten years ago car- 
ried out the campaign which resulted 
in the reduction of the license of auc- 
tioneers from 5100 to $20 they made a 
mistake. At that time •there was some 
agitation regarding trade licenses and it 
was held that in comparison with the 
wholesale trnder's license then nt $500 
that which auctioneers were obliged to 
pay was too high. A deputation wont 
before the municipal committee of the 
legislature which wns then sitting and 
by dint of their work secured a reduc- 
tion of the license to twenty dollars. 

The result of the reduction has, with- 
in the past few years, been to increase 
the number of auctioneers considerably; 
in fact, it. seems to me that any man 
who has anything to sell becomes an 
auctioneer. 

Tt may be explained that the move- 
ment for the increase of the license is a 
minority movement.

GERMAN BEER DRINKING. 

Munich may rank as Germany's beer 
capital, and bottle-nosed old King 
Gambrinus' throne may be sought for 
there as promisingly as anywhere. But 
of late that city observes with con- 
sternation that its beer statistics make 
a showing the wrong way. Where In 
former years the consumption per ca- 
pita touched the mark of 115 gallons 
a year it Is now shrunk down about 
one-half, standing last year at 65 gal- 
lons. This signifies a poor outlook for 
the beer business even in the Father- 
land, which has always been its head- 
quarters, and turned out the best 
browages anywhere known. 

The causes assigned for this falling 
off are the spread of temperance prin- 
ciples, the anti-beer propaganda in 
public schools, the discrimination 
against beer drinking- and drinkers In 
many kinds of employment, and the 
growing conviction among the most 
intelligent class of Germans that the 
old beer-drlnklng habits there are a 
mistake and must he corrected If th* 
country is ao maintain Its place in 
the competitive rivalry, Industrial and 
other, to which all modern states are 
subjected. In the earthquake move-

As everyone knows, 
the building of the Canadian Pacific 
railway was undertaken by the Domin- 
ion government as n work of political 
necessity on the admission of the North- 
[ west and Hritish Columbia into tho 
! Confederation. The government Strilg- 
' gled with the project down to 1880, 
when it .was taken over by a syndicate, 
which, in 1881, was incorporated as the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. In 
these twenty-five years the company has 
had its ups and down, but is now oue 
of the largest and most successful in- 
stitutions in the world. Last year its 1 
gross earnings exceeded by !f7.000,(HMl | 
the revenues of the Dominion from cus- 
toms and excise taxation, and were j 
greater than the entire revenues of the 
Dominion as late us 1902. The net 
earnings were so large that providing 
for certain special and for a dividend at 
the rote of K per cent, on the ordinary 
and 4 on the preference stock, there 
remained n surplus of over eight and a 
quarter millions. 

With the expansion of traffic, there 
has been a steady reduction of rotes. 
The Northwest farmer enjoys rates as 
low or lower thnn the rates in force 
in any similarly situated region on this 
continent; added to which, he possesses 
unequalled natural advantages Tn rais- 
ing wheat, cattle and dairy products. 
The Canadian Pacific has done more 
thnn any other human agency in making 
the Northwest what it is to-iiny, the 
home of n million prosperous people. 
Yet of the vast area of good land there, 
only the merest fringe has been brought 
under cultivation. Twenty-five years 
hence there will probably be more peo- 
ple in the NorthweHi than in nil the 
rest of the Dominion. The Canadian 
Pacific has now 5,000 miles of road be- 
tween Lake Superior and the Rocky 
Mountains. By that time it is likely to 
have 15.000, perhaps 20,000 miles there: 
whilst the mileage of the whole system, 
now 13.000. may reach 40,000 miles. 
One soon gets into astounding magni- 
tudes in trying to form a mental picture 
of the future of Canada. 

It was once supposed that wheat 
could not be grown north of latitude 
45. In our day the Northwest was re- 
garded as a sub-Arctic" waste, tit only 
for the Indian and buffalo. Similarly, 
doleful predictions were made about the 
Canadian Pacific. It could not pay. 
might bring the country down, and so 
on; whereas it has not only been highly 
successful in itself, hut has done much 
to restore the financial credit of the 
Dominion, which previous railway enter- 
prises, less fortunate in their operations, 
hud damnged in the eyes of the foreign 
investor. Now that the company is rich 
and powerful, it is frequently said to 
be intent on buying this great railway, 
on fighting thai, on crushing or amal- 
gamating with a third. These are the 
romances of the stock market. As a 
matter of fact, the Canadian Pacific, 
with its lands, telegraph lines, ocean 
fleets and other subsidiary enterprises, is 
a railway in n (doss by itself. II is in 11 
class by itself also in there being no 
dominating cliques or influence among 
its proprietors, whose holdings do not 
average more thnn 150 shares, and who 
have for the most pnrt placed their 
money in the Canadian Pacific, not as a 
speculation, but as a permanent Invest- 
ment, as an Englishman buys consols 
or a Frenchman rentes. Control by, any 
individual or group is. therefore, out of 
the question, and, 11s a consequence, 
there is neither the incentive nor the 
opportunity for such displays of personal 
egotism and aggrandisement as are wit- 
nessed in the management of some great 
American railways. 

Tli« energies nf the president and di- 
rectors of the Canadian Pacific are de- 
voted exclusively to the development of 
the Canadian Pacific system with its 
attendant interests. Not. 'a mile of line 
is built 0111 nf spite or out of pride. 
Extension is carried 011 solely for the 
purpose of opening new territory or 
of augmenting trnffle in some other man- 
ner. If the company lias enemies at 
home or abroad, it does not fear tlieni, 
but at the same time does not go out of 
its way In war against them. The care 
of sii vast 11 property with all its rami- 
fications and wilh a future of extraordi- 
nary promise, absorbs the time and at- 
tention of those in charge; and they have 
neither hand nor part in any of the fan- 
ciful a in bit Ions occasionally attributed 
to them. II may bo well lo add, as a 
mailer nf public concern (hat the direc- 
tors do not. speculate in the shares of 
the company, nor do the officers; and it 
may be taker as an assured fact that 110 
one would long remain a member nf the 
board wdio used his knowledge of the 
company's affairs in forward liis per- 
sonal ends. The president is, of course, 
the guiding spirit of the institution, but, 
while always ready lo speak of the 
achievements of the company. Sir Tho- 
mas Shaughnessy is too modes! a man 

tn (ell how much it owes In his own 

eminent abilities and striking individu- 
ality. 

Although from tho nature of things 
brought in close contact with politicians 
and governments, the company has kept 
its skirls clean. In the United Slates 
the Credit Mubllier enquiry, arising out 
of the construction of the Central Pa- 
cific, wrecked several reputations. Here 
in Canada the Grand Trunk was nine 
described ns "a scimdnl of a thousand 
miles long." Those were.the days when 
the late Sir Hugh Allan anil William 
Workman, acting as a board nf audit, 
found* thai within a brief period the 
Grand Trunk Company had been In all 
intents and purposes defrauded of over

$11,500,000, mainly in consequence of 
"its connection with the successive' gov- 
ernments of the province of Canada and 
the necessity of conciliating political sup- 
port." The Canadian Pacific acts on 
the principle that honesty is the best 
policy, and the well-known integrity of 



its management has served as a moral 
tonic to the country at large. 

During the construction of the main 
line it was obliged to borrow $3(7,000,000 
from the Dominion treasury. The debt, 
principal and interest, was promptly re- 
paid! All its land grant, bonds, endors- 
ed by the Dominion, have been paid out 
of 'the sales of land. The Canadian 
Pacific is by odds the best investment 
Canada ever had to do with. The sub- 
sidy of 25.000,000 acres was a bagatelle 
in 18S0, wdien the land really possessed 
no value beyond such as the prospect of 
a railway gave il. As a land fc-rant it 
was not comparable to the 4.i,(]()0,l)li() 
acres granted to the Atchison road or to 
the 47,000,000 acres given to the North- 
ern Pacific. The cash subsidy of $25,- 
OOp.OOO, together wilh the $35,000,000 
represented by the government-built sec- 
tion;, of the line, .most of which had to 
be rebuilt" w-as not large by comparison 
with the bonuses given to railways of 
purely local importance by some of the 
American slates. Anyhow, for all thai 
it has received from Canada the Can- 
adian Pacific has rendered a splendid 
return. We owe tn it, besides the open- 
ing of the Northwest, the remarkable 
progress that has been made in British 
Columbia, and, in lesser measure, that 
Wdiich has taken place in the last qnat^ 
tor nf a century in the older provinces. 
In . land revemi"? and revenues from 
customs collected 'in the Northwest and 
British Columbia alone' the Dominion 
government receives 1 fully 20 per cent, 
per annum for all the money and 
money's worth', to say nothing of the 
immense moral anil political gain result- 
ing from the transformation of a few 
scattered provinces into a united coun- 
try, animated by a common patriotism. 

It is just seventy years since the first 
railway, that from Laprairie to St. 
Johns, Que., was opened in Canada. The 
first train consisted of four cars, carry- 
ing altogether thirteen tons of freight, 
thai were drawn on wooden rails by 
horses. At the present moment the Ca- 
nadian Pacific is rushing wheal from 
■the West in trains carrying 2,000 tons 
each, the rate from Brandon to Fort 
William, 500 miles, being less than Hint 
charged in 1830 for sixteen miles. This 
conveys some idea of the progress made 
in railways within the memory of men 
still living. .Seventy years hence nnr suc- 
cessors will doubtless be employing cioe- 
Iricity or air ships. Come what may, 
Canada can look to the future with con- 
fidence. Wo ourselves and the outside 
world are only now beginning to realize 
what n country we have and what a 
country it may he made. 

If the shareholders of the Canadian 
(Pacific can assert with just pride that 
it has borne E leading part in bringing 
about the development already witness- 
ed, they have equally good grounds for 
saying that it has, in turn, profited by 
the advance of the Dominion, as woil 
as for believing thai il will profit in 
still greater degree as that develop- 
ment proceeds. Canada and the Can- 
adian Pacific are. in fact, hound togeth- 
er by a community of Interest such as 
e.\ists nowhere else, perhaps, between 
a country ai)d its principal railway; and 
as the work nf subduing the wilderness 
nnd of populating il goes on, their unique 
alliance is certain to redound more and 
mure in the material advantage of both.

FREIGHT FOR THE ORIENT. 

More Tramp Steamers May Be Char- 
tered for This Trade. 

While but (die tramp steamer lias as 
vet been chartered to carry general 
cargo to the Orient, it is likely that 
other fixtures of a like nature will be 
made. 

The movement of freight lo Jit win 
and China is very heavy at present and 
in well informed shipping circles it is 
said to be as great as two years ago 
win* a large fleet of I ramps assi sted in 
carrying cargo to the Par East, ihe 
regular liners being unable lo handle it. 
Much of the freight at thai time con- 
sisted of railroad iron and supplies for 
the Japanese army. Now locomotive 
and cars for the tracks built from the 
mils ship.ped two years ago are being 
shipped across tin- Pacific in addition to 
great quantities of Hour. 

While the fleet of tramps is less now 
than in the fall of 1004, Ihe statement 
that commerce is just as heavy is just- 
ified when il is realized that the regular 
liners have a much greater carrying ca- 
pacity now than then. 

In Ihe fall of IDQ4 ihe Nippon Vusen 
Kalsha fleet was not operating to Pugel 
Sound, ihese vessels being in the service 
of the Japanese government. Xow ibis 
line is despatching n large vessel from 
the Sound every fortnight. The Blue 
Funnel Meet is carrying much more 
cargo because nf the new freighters 
built for this trade The Hill lines are 
running the Minnesota and Dakota 
which were not in operation two years 
ago. Consequently there is less freight 
for tramps. 

Although tramps are not getting the 
general cargoes ihey did in Ihe fall of 
1004, these vessels are being taken for 
wheat and lumber, business which for- 
merly was held almost exclusively by 
the sailing vessel.

HIS STEPFATHER 



imitative Act of a Child Aroused 
Suspicions and Finally Led 
to a Confession :' 



By going through tli" motion of strik- 
ing n match on the scat (if his substitute 
for trousers, William ijjrutus Martin, aged 
seventeen months, couriered his step-father, 
Harry Yeutmnan, of arson. 

The extraordinary testimony, given by 
luhaby, who.. cannot tnvlk, against, his step- 
fniher, was -Riioniltted - to 11 jury In the 
High Court nt West Rending, in England, 
and was so convincing tlint Ycntsniiin 
changed his plea to guilty, and Jie was 
sentenced to '.serve twenty yearn in prison. 

'I'm; charge.' itgaliis Yeulsniaii \viis tihat 
he. set fire to'.'his house;' n small t\vfl"-storey 
frame affair In the outskirts of Reading, 
In one of the workmen's colonies, while 
his wife, Sarah Yentsman, was sick and 
asleep In one' of tile upper rooms: ami the 
ciise of the crown against him rested cn- 
tlrcly'on circumstantial evidence, support- 
ed alone by the evidence of the baby who 
could not talk. 

Yeutsmun, n Londoner, appeared in 
Reading about three yearn ago and se- 
oured work us a driver of u cab for a com- 
pany. After about a year and a half he 
secured lodgings lu a house owned -by Mrs. 
Martin, then a widow of -a few months 
with n hahy In her arms. She had come 
of a family of fanners near Maidenhead, 
and her only experience In city life was 
In Reading as the wife ~n! Job .Martin, an 
oil and color man, who owned u small 
shop and did a fair business In the sale of 
paints and oils and brushes, and In decor- 
ating houses. 

Martin's death left her with about $200 
In cash, her little home, and a smnil 
amount left over from the sale of the shop 
after his debts were paid. Also her life 
was insured for $SOO lu favor of her baby, 
that It luight be eared for lu case she 
died, . and— as.' it developed later — her Ut- 
ile home was insured for JIBUTI against 
fire. This, however, she did not know, be- 
ing Ignorant of business affairs. 

Within a short time after Yentsman 
came to lodge at the cottage of Mrs. Mar- 
tin, he began to take quite an interest 
In her In some small business pertaining 
to the final settlement of her late hus- 
band's estate. He examined her late hus- 
band's papers', explained their meaning to 
her, and assisted her !n other ways. It 
appears also that among the papers Yeii**- 
man discovered the tire Insurance policy 
and life policy. 

The attendance of the cab driver to the 
wiiiaw grew bolder. She was a handsome 
girl, and. being country bred', knew little 
of the wiles of a London cabby; so, after 
a brief courtship^ they were married,,, and 
Yeatsman promised to care for her chi'd 
no If it were his own. 

After they had been married) about live 
months Mrs. Yeutsninn became 111 sud- 
denly: Her nialndy was not serious, but 
she Whs routined to her bod, and while 
she' wiis nsleep one Sunday afternoon the 
hoiwe-'ea ught .lire, YjeilUniiin, hearing the 
baby in Ills arms, rushed from the blaz- 
ing cottage, rind cried that his wife was 
asleep upstairs, that the stairs themselves 
were ablaze, and. that her' escape had been 
cuf off. ;.' 

That she would have perished seems cer- 
tain, hut at that Instand Ned Teteom. a 
,gnsflt(er, climbed upon the porch of the 
cottage and, taking a short run, 'eaped 
across the intervening spare, clung' to the 
window sill of the second storey window 
of the Yeatsman cottage and. after n brief 
struggle, drew himself inside. Once there 
he tfttlghl his way through the smoke, 
rnrrloil the unconscious woman to the win- 
dow, and dropped hor Into the arms of the 
men waiting below, then Jumped to safety.

Instead he reported to the compnu} a 
lawyer, who, after a conference with the 
police, secured the arrest of Yeatsman. 

The case was culled before a Jury, ami 
the crown made a strong circumstantial 
case against the accused.

ELEPHANT CHARGED HUNTER. 

A Thrilling Experience in Malayan 
Forest. 

I took 'a steady aim at the last ver- 
tebra at the nape of its neck, expecting 
the bullet to smash its backbone and 
perhaps to rake into its brain, writes 
U. Maxwell in the Temple. Bar, describ- 
ing an elephant hunt in the Malay Pe- 
ninsula. I tired and all was still. 

Peering under the smoke of my ten 
bore, I saw the animal lying motionless. 
I waited a few seconds, and then look- 
ed around toward the two Malays. The 
week before, shooting in the Kuantau 
valley 1 had killed a tine tusker elephant 
with a single bullet in the brain. This 
made two consecutive elephants with 
two consecutive bullets, and the second' 
'of them was tins famous Bint elephant 
Trying to conceal my emotion, 1 beck- 
oned to the men.to come up, saying that 
tile elephant was dead. Rut "dead" bad 
barely crossed my lips when, there was 
a rending of the rattans, and before 1 
could move the elephant was charging 
straight at me. 

A second before it had been lying on 
the ground with all tour feet stretched 
out. and with, 1 believed, a bullet in its 
brain. An elephant cannot spring to 
his feet, and a tame animal generally 
takes some lime to rise. The sudden- 
ness of this charge may, therefore, ap- 
pear exaggerated. I can only say that 
1 was standing within a few yards of 
the animal and was not aware of any 
interval 01 time between its ly'ng silent 
on the ground and its charging me. I 
saw the green rattans lenring asunder 
to right and left away from tin enor- 
mous brown head— a trunk tightly coiled 
up and a pair of huge gleaming tusks, it 
was all high up in the nir, and right 
above me — imminent as a wave that 
curls before it breaks. With my sec- 
ond barrel I fired into the centre of the 
enormous brown chest, the head being 
so high and so close (hat it was covered 
by the tightly coiled trunk, and then 
with 1111 empty rifle I turned and ran 
down the track up which we had come. 
The elephnnl was only a few yards be- 
hind me, and I ran for life.

1 Back to Clallam to Escape 
Foundering 

FiVE FEET OF WATER IN HER HOLD 



Passenger Steamer to Se Pur- 
chased For Victoria-Seattle 
Route 



Advices reached Victoria yesterday 
morning of the beaching of the steamer 
Santa Anna, from Seattle for Dutch 
Harbor, at Clallam bay to avoid found- 
ering at spa. Tlip Santa Anna, which 
sailed from the Puget Round port on 
Monday night with general cargo and 
fourteen passengers for Dutch Harbor, 
Ouualaska, was caught in the heavy 
gale which blew oil' the Vilncouver Isl- 
and coast, and which was felt with 
much lesser force in Victoria. The 
steamer labored heavily in I he heavy 
seas and sprang a leak when about fifty 
miles off (be Vancouver Island coast 
from the entrance to the Straits of Juan 
de Fuca. Water sained quickly on the 
steamer's pumps and she was put about 
and steamed back at all speed for the 
Straits, water gaining fast. There was 
five feet of water in the steamer's hold 
and she was slowly settling when she 
arrived at Clallam bay at live o'clock 
yesterday morning. It was decided to 
beach the vessel to prevent her from 
foundering, and the passengers and 
crew were landed at Clallam bay. 

The Santa Anna is a steamer of 1,250 
tons gross and 814 tons net. She has 
been engaged in the Alaskan trade for 
some years, running usually from Seattle 
tc- Valdez. The vessel is a wooden 
screw steamer built at Coos bay, Ore- 
gon, in 1000 for Chas. Nelson & Co. She 
is 1S2\4 feet long, 30.2 feet beam, and 
23.8 feet deep, and is registered at San 
Francisco, where her machinery was 
built by the United Engineering com- 
pany. 

As a coincidence it may be noted that 
the steamer which ran yesterday into 
the Straits of Juan de Fuca to be 
beached to avoid sinking is named after 
the vessel which carried that noted 
Portuguese adventurer, Juan de Fuca 
who discovered the Straits which were 
named in his honor. 

The Santa Anna was captured by the 
well known freebooter Thos, Cavendish 
and Juan de Fuca, and Sebastian Viz- 
caino another navigator who became 
famous, drifted back to Mexico, whence 
in 1502 they sailed in u small Spanish 
vessel ami discovered the Straits which 
they took to be the elusive Northwest 
passage. 

The British ship Tnmar. which had 
put to sea with a cargo of wheat from 
Tacoran for the I". K., was obliged to 
put back to Clallam bay. and the 
schooner 'Marconi put back to Port 
Angeles for shelter, neither of these 
vessels sustained damage. 



TRAMP STEAMERS BUSY. 

More in Pacific Export Trade This 
Year Than Ever. 

There will be more tramp steamers 
in the Pacific coast export trade this 
season than ever before, but from pres- 
ent indications (he effect will not be 
felt by sailing vessels owing to the 
heavy demand for cargo space for off- 
shore business, says the Daily Commer- 
cial News of San Francisco. There are 
at present; nine large steamers loading 
on Paget Sound for Australia anil the 
Orient, and two at Portland, while nine 
more are under engagement to load at 
one of the two porls some time this fall. 
The British steamer Knight of St. 
George has just sailed from Tncoma 
with a cargo of 22D.0O0 bushels of wheat 
loaded at Portland for Europe, while 
five more vessels almost as large are un- 
der engagement to load similar cargoes 
— these are the Sti'athfillan, Strathnuim, 
St ratliinore. Imogen ami Aberlour. The 
iDutch steamer Nederland, just arrived 
at Port Los Angeles, will proceed short- 
ly to the Sound, where she will take on 
a large cargo of wheal. At San Francis- 
co there is one vessel, the Strathyre. 
which will proceed to the Sound to load 
wheat. 

For sailing vessels the demand is 
fully as active as for steamers. At 
San Francisco there is but one dis- 
engaged vessel, but t\\ n rhe Sound, 

while the idle fleet at Portland has been 
entirely cleaned up. While the demand 



for lumber for Australia and the. Orient 
hns shown no falling off, the West 
Coast of South America, Valparaiso in 
particular, will bo a buyer on an enor- 
mous scale, and there is no likelihood 
of the shipowners' experience of two 
years ago being repented. 



FLOATED AND BEACHED. 

Transport Sheridan Almost Foundered 
On Way to Port. 

A Honolulu despatch says the United 
States transport Sheridan was pulled off 
of the reef at Bnrbers point and suc- 
cessfully limited on Monday with the aid 
of the Buford and other vessels, only to 
be beached in a worse position near the 
western entrance to Pearl harbor, a lew 
hours later, to prevent her sinking. 

The stranded steamer, after being 
Moated, had a heavy list, and had been 
towed about half the distance to this 
port, when she suddenly cast loose her 
lines attached to the Buford and Man- 
ning anil headed for the beach. 

Efforts to refloat the transport will be 
commenced after midnight. The tugs 
Iroquois and Manning and the steamers 
■Buford, Iwalaui and Melancton, are all 
at the scene. Reports received here 
state that the Sheridan was almost cap- 
sizing when benched. The prospects for 
saving the transport are reported to be 
good. The Nihau brought back a force 
of stevedores who refused to remain 
longer aboard the benched steamer. 

NEW SOUND STEAMER. 

Vessel Twice the Length of the In- 
dianapolis and With Staterooms. 

A new steamer is to be bought for 
the Victoria-Seattle service, and is ex- 
pected to reach Seattle in February 
next to be overhauled and made ready 
for the run to Victoria in the place of 
the s. earner Indianapolis which will 
then be transferred to the Seattle-Bel: 
liughain route. Mr. I'eabody, manager 
of the Puget Sound Navigation com- 
pany, is now on the Atlantic coast mak- 
ing arrangements for the purchase of the 
steamer. The new vessel will be a 
steamer two knots an hour fnster than 
the oil-burner now in service which 
averages about 15 knots an hour. She 
will be a steamer 225 feet long, nearly 
twice as long as the Indianapolis, and 
will be "a stateroom steamer." The In- 
dianapolis is a daylight steamer, having 
but nine stateroome in all. During the 
winter months these nine rooms will be 
in demand, and the lnte-comers will be 
obliged to sit up until the steamer arriv- 
es at Seattle from Victoria at midnight 
and aft ei. 

The steamer Princess Victoria is to 
make her last trip to Seattle this season 
on Saturday night, and on returning on 
Sunday morning will be withdrawn 
from the route, running only between 
Victoria and Vancouver. The schedule 
of the Indianapolis which will be the 
only steamer on the run will be altered. 
At present the steamer leaves at -Lot) 
p. ni.. daily except Tuesday. Commenc- 
ing tin Sunday next the steamer will 
leave al l! p. m. daily, making seven 
trips a week. • ' 

It is the intention of the company 
owning the Indianapolis to secure three 
new steamers, one being purchased to 
replace the steamer Indianapolis on the 
Victoria-Seattle .run. one being built to 
replace the Dolphin on the Alaskan 
route while the Dolphin will go on the 
Seattle-Hellingham route, on which trav- 
el has increased so rapidly. A third 
vessel will bp built for one of the Puget 
Sound routes operated by the company. 
The plans for the Alaskan liner are be- 
ing completed at (he Moriin yards. It 
will he similar to ihe steamer Jefferson, 
though improvements will be added. 

The need for the purchase of a steam- 
er for the Victoria-Seattle route is 
urgent. Travel on this route has increas- 
ed so rapidly that Hie business has out- 
grown the steamers similar to the In- 
dianapolis. Within the last three years 
travel and business generally on this 
route has increased no less than sixty 
per rent, and is slill increasing rapidly. 
A marked increase in travel is also 
noted on other Puget Sound and local 
lines, notably that between Seattle and 
Bellingham.

Other itcnis in the manifest include 
1.000 biles of raw colton, worth 955.000 
for Japan: 3,000 tons of flour or 120.000 
sacks, worth $120,000: 1,000 barrels of 
whale oil for Liverpool: 13 bales of 
Alaskan furs, $13,000; 47.000 cases of 
canned salmon, .f320,000. This is the 
first shipment of the new pack ami it 
will be followed by others for the next 
six months. For Vladivostok the Tele- 
machus has a carlonu of radiators, 
which will be transshipped from Japan. 
Calcium chloride goes to an ice plant at 
Yokohama. A Chicago department store 
is sending a carload of freight, from 
needles and pins to sloves and sewing 
machines, consigned to many Chinese 
cities. There is also a large shipment of 
cigarettes. 500 cases, "containing 50,000 
smokes each, or a total of 2S.000.000. 
The Carstens Packing company of Taco- 
ma.' is shipping thirty tons of cattle shin 
bones. These go to Japan factories, 
where the bone is used n be made into 
brush handles and for other purposes. 

LAST DAWSON BOAT 

Leaves Whitehorse on Sunday — The 
Princess May Will Connect. 

Notice has been given by the White 
Pass & Yukon route that the last boat 
for Dawson will leave Whitehorse on 
Sunday next, bound clown the river. 
This will afford the last opportunity of 
Journeying to the Klondike by river 
this fall. The steamer Princess May. 
which sailed from Vancouver Tues- 
day, the City of Seattle, which left here 
yesterday afternoon, and the Dolphin, 
which left here Inst night, will connect 
with the last river steamer. 



THE KAGA MARU SAILS. 

N. Y. K. Liner Departs — Steatners Are 
Rushing Freight Into Japan. 

Steamer Kaga Marti of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaislia linp arrived in port from 
Seattle en route to the Orient. The 
steamer had a large cargo r ( general 
freight, mostly for Japanese ports.-The 
cargo is the first shipped to Japan since 
the new tariff went into effect on Mon- 
day. A number of belated steam freigllt- 
ers which were hurrying their cargoes 
to Japan before the enforcement of the 
tariff were successful in the ocean race, 
the American Mnru which left San 
Francisco on September 14th and 
omitted the Honolulu call to make a 
quick trip and the Denbighshire from 
Middlesboro. England, arrived on Sep- 
tember 30th, just in time, and the steam- 
er Sequoia broke down at Singapore. 
In consequence the higher duties will 
have to be paid on her cargo. The heav- 
iest advances in duties are chiefly on 
wines, liquors, watches and metal man- 
ufactures. "The Tango Maru. front- Oris 
port, also arrived just in time. She was 
due on October 1st at Yokohama. 
Steamer Shinano Mara of this line left 
Yokohama on October 1st and is due 
here on the 15th.

THE WHALERS. 

Harpoon-Gunner Has Resigned From 
the Orion. 

Captain Nels Nelson, master and 
harpoon-gunner of the whaling steam- 
er Orion, has resigned and left for Nor- 
way, being succeeded by Captain 
AVi'llis Balcom, a nephew of the man- 
ager of .the Paclllc Steam Whaling 
Company. Captain Nelson was for- 
merly in charge of one of the Nor- 
wegian-Japanese whalers engaged off 
the Korean coast, and has had con- 
siderable experience In Norway. It is 
reported that he has been engaged for 
a Japanese whaling company. 

When the last statement of the Pa- 
cific Steam Whaling Company was is- 
sued. In August, 201 whales were re- 
ported taken and treated at the Se- 
chart whaling station. Fog and heavy 
weather has of late been handicapping 
the work of the steam whaler. 

The British consul at Nagasaki in a 
recent trade report said it was a feas- 
ible idea that whale meat tie supplied 
by the British Columbia station to 
Japan. He said: "Most of the whale 
moat consumed In Japan comes from 
Korea. The supply Is limited and 
prices rule fairly high. Tt is eonse- 
quently probable that before long 
British Columbia, where (lie catch is 
so great that whale flesh Is even used 
as a ma mire, may attempt to supply 
the Japan market with part of its 
enormous surplus." 

WHALERS GO SOUTH. 

To Bear Witness Against Mastor uf 
Bowhead. 

On the steamer Umatilla, which left 
for San Francisco from the ocean dock 
in the early hours of yesterday morn- 
ing, were several whalers on their 
way to the Golden Gate to appear as 
witnesses in the case against Captain 
Cook of the whaler Bowhead, who Is 
charged with brutality. 

"For live months 1 was kept hand- 
cuffed in the hold of the whaler Bow- 
head." said James Woodland, one of 
the Bowhead's crew, "and as a result 
I can scarcely use m> arms today. I 
was kept in irons for refusing to whale 
for Captain Cook after my time had 
expired, and I was under no obligation 
to him. We signed on for three years. 
At the end of the three years we asked 
him to get out of the Arctic, as our 
time had expired and we wanted to 
get back to civilization. This be re- 
fused to do, and kept us working along 
in the same old way, although he really 
had no legal authority to do it. 

"Our three years expired on March 
21. We were half starved and ill- 
treated all the time. There wove live 
men too sick to more than crawl, and 
one morning they went aft and told 
the captain that we were unable to 
haul Ice. He promptly put them In 
Irons because they were unable to get 
out and work. That night the rest of 
us decided (hat we should ask the cap- 
lain whs the sick men were placed in 
Irons. He answered us with the vilest 
oaths and promptly handcuffed us all. 
and kept the entire crew chained in 
(be hold for five days, Then be start- 
ed letting us out, one at a time. But 
he kept me in. There was no use 
trying to talk to him, I asked him 
to release me, but he demanded a 
promise that I would stay another 
winter and whale for him. This I re- 
fused to do, as I wanted to get back 
to civilization, and as my three years 



bad expired I was entitled to get out. 
He kept me In irons on bread and 
water for live months. If it hat! not 
been for some of the crew stealing a 
little ...something for me to eat every- 
day and depriving themselves of their 
own food in order to slip me a little, I 
would be dead by this time. I was 
allowed one pound of bread a day and 
all the water I could drink. For two 
solid months I never got anything else. 
Then the crew helped me out with 
their rations. 

"Finally a revenue officer came on 
board, and after listening to my story, 
the captain's story and that of the 
crew, he ordered my release at once. 
But that was after I had been confined 
in that terrible hold of the ship for 
more than five months. 

"These and other facts are to be 
laid before the authorities in San 
Francisco, and every one can be sub- 
stantiated." 



MARINE NOTES. 

Engliwh underwriters are commenc- 
ing to murmur at what they allege to 
be a practice of American owners to 
undervalue their ships on hull policy, 
placing a disproportionate amount on 
disbursements, says the Pacific Marine 
Review. In the case of the Man- 
churia they allege the steamer Is 
valued at £250.000, with disburse- 
ments bringing the aggregate value to 
about £-100.000; and that, estimating 
the cost of repairs and salvage at 
£200.000, 50 per cent, with the policy 
value at £ 250,000. instead of settling 
claim at 50 per cent, underwriters will 
have to pay SO per cent. 

A despatch from Barcelona says the 
cmptnin of the steamer Liga, which ar- 
rived there Tuesday reports having ob- 
served off Oportn a big steamer which 
had foundered. She was surrounded by 
flouting bodies. No details of the disas- 
ter were received. 

Steamer Minnesota, the big Hill liner, 
arrived at Seattle last night from the 
Orient. She brought raw silk valued at 
$225,000 and a large general cargo. 

Steamer Athenian is due tomorrow 
from Hongkong and 'he usual ports of 
call in the Orient. 

The United Stales revenue cutler 
Grant will he appraised by a board con- 
sisting of C'apt. F. M. Monger, Capt. 
W. F. Kilgore and Chief Engineer F. 
E. Owen. The cutter is to be sold at 
auction. 

Steamer Otter left yesterday for the 
Sound with 700 tons of fertilizer from 
Sechart whaling station, for shipment to 
Honolulu by steamer Nebraskan. 

Steamer Cnpilano of rhe Union Steam- 
ship company arrived at the ocean dock 
yesterday morning with 2,00(1 cases of 
salmon and left in the afternoon for 
Vancouver and the North. 

Steam collier Tprje Yiken ,passed up 
to Nanaimo yesterday from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Steamer City of Seattle arrived at 
the outer dock yesterday morning from 
Seattle, safely this time, and after load- 
ing her local freight and embarking pas- 
sengers she proceeded to Skngwny and 
Alaskan ports at 2:30 p. m. 

The French hark Berangere was 
towed to sea last nighl by the tuc Lome 
en route to San Francisco. The Beran- 
gere lost over u week as a result of the 
cleverness of the muster in dodging tug- 
boats off Cape Flattery. The towboat'ii 
captains had ordered for (he vessel to 
proceed to San Francisco, but the 
French captain desirous of wiring tow- 
age dodged (he tug* and sailed in. to 
jfind orders awaiting him to proceed to 
San Francisco. "Sucre bleu." he said, 
anil ordered a tugboat to low to sea. 

The schedule of the steamer Princess 
Victoria will be changed on the Victoria- 
Vnncouver route next Monday. The 
steamer will have al 1 a. m. instead of 
7:30 a. m. 

An investigation concerning the wreck 
of the steamer Oregon has been com- 
menced at Seattle by the board of 
steamboat inspectors, ('apt. Soule testi- 
fied that the steamer bad been carried 
about live miles from her course. He 
could give no other explanation than 
that a new current had caused this. , 

Steamship Melville Hollar of the Hol- 
lar line, has been purchased by the Pol- 
lard Steamship company, of San Fran- 
cisco, and will he operated between Se- 
attle, Bellingham and San Francisco. 

The Washington Stevedoring company 
has been reorganised and the capital 
stock increased, according to the Kail- 
way and Marine News, 'i rank Water- 
house is president of the new concern, 
and Capt. James Gibson is now on his 
way to Europe lo close contracts with 
firms which ship from the Sound, ('apt.

Broken-Down Steamer's Perilous Jour-' 
ney to Safety. 

London Leader. 

After rescuing liis Big steamer, the 
SS. Norfolk, -of the Federal line, in ii 
way that has- excited the admiration 
of the shipping world, ami from a 
position that would have been con- 
sidered hopeless by many skippers, 
Capt. Corner is lit presetft resting in 
London.

When lie was about 1,00(1 miles from 
her destination, ami laboring heavily, 
the racing of the engines snapped ,..e | 
propellor shaft in the BternpofiiT* This j 
is. of course, a dire accident lo a i 
steamer in any ease, but when the | 
Ktenmer is light nml big. in a little 
frequented ocean, and il is Impossible 
to reach the fracture, the worst may 
i be looked fur. She could only full off 
; iulo the trough of the seas, and drift 
j helplessly. Like nil modern steamers, 
j her musts (she has four) are only bare 
.derrick poles. and there was not a 
' sail on board. 

I In spile of that, and I lie fact that 
I his whole crew were foreigners, and 
used only to steamships, Capt. Corner, 
with promptitude and energy, cheer- 
fully set otil lo perform the apparently 
| impossible. On the afternoon of the 
! accident Lho crew unshipped the cargo 
j derricks, which were fixed as jury 
| yards, and everybody who could use a 
palm and needle was set lo improvis- 
ing square sails oul of tarpaulins.
